Society, 
in its quest for liberty, has adopted a generally 
overly tolerani attitude.

for authonty and standards of acceptable be­ 
havior. 
The 196R presidential campaign signals a new 
trend. The love of freedom is as great as it 
ever was but there is new resolution that this 
country’s freedom will thrive in a clhnate of 
justice based on law and order 
No provision is made in our system for dicta­ 
torial tactics. Authority is granted to maintain 
an orderly society. Citizens are expected to 
abide by the law which offers them a method of 
change if they feel it desirable.

Commission has ordered elimination of classi­ 
fied help wanted advertisements under the 
headings of “Male” and “Female ” 
The EF]OC order came as a result o f the feel­ 
ing by commissioners that somehow the head­ 
ings represent rfiscrimmatifm in employment. 
The EPIOC allow.s one exception to the rule 
Male and female designations will be allowed 
when “ sex is a bona fide occupational qualifica­ 
tion for the job involved.” 
Who knows vhen that exception will be sub­ 
ject to varying interpretations? 
It is another case of do-good federal interven- 
sion in an area where its do-goodism is going to 
work against the public. 


The regulation w’ill not mean that much more 
work for newspapers but think how tedious it

be 
for 
job-seekers 
to 
wade 
through 
hundreds of job de.scriptions looking for some­ 
thing of interest to them. 
The separate listings for male and female help 
wanted advertisements are meant as an indica­ 
tion of which jobs normally appeal to one sex 
nr the other. They are provided as a service to 
the job-hunter. 
Should a woman wish to apply for a job listed 
under “Help Wanted-Male,” there is nothing to 
keep her from doing so. The same is true of a 
man who is interested in an offering in the 
“ Help Wanited-Female” column. 
The unrealistic ruling i.s a farce and clearly 
will only result in inconvenience to the people 
seeking employment. It will have no bearing on 
alleged job discrimination because of sex. 
Is there no limit to how far the federal gov­ 
ernment will go to make itself look ridiculous?

Field testing by a few I/ebanese farmers 
started in 19Wi Results have been excellent. 
The program now has been expanded to include 
all of I elianon. The amount of the seed distrib­ 
uted has been carefully limited. 
Demand for Najah is growing and the univer­ 
sity has developed a barter sy.stem to prevent 
commercial exploitation Bushels of Najahseed 
are swapped for local varieities with university 
people keeping strict records of every farmer 
growing the new wheat The university also se­ 
lects new field' for planting. 
The agromony professor who developed Na­ 
jah. r»r. W, W. Worzella. expects use of the 
seed to spread through Lebanon, Syria and Jor­ 
dan in three years. 


PROFESSOR WORZELLA is understandably 
excited about the pos.sibilities involved in the 
Najah development. He says: “There are mil­ 
lions of arable acres of dry land in the Middle 


East, but only thousands of irrigated wheat- 
producting areas. Even a small increase in the 
yield of dryland wheat would mean millions of 
additional bushels of grain for the people of the 
Middle East. Irrigated land could then be used 
to increase the production of maize, sugar 
beets, alfalfa, fruit and vegetables.” 
In addition to the entire Middle East, the new 
wheat could be used in other low-rain areas of 
western Canada, the United States, Mexico, 
most of Australia, Spain, sections of Africa, 
Turkey, Pakistan, parts of India and large 
areas of Siberia and China 


Little wonder many people are excited about 
Najah. 


We can use more of this type of news from 
the Middle East.

Saig o n’s Pride 


While on the surface it looks as ilf there Is a 
deaidlock in the Paris negotiations over the 
Vietnam War, there are ways to resolve the 
controversy and ultimately bring an agreement. 
At the moment, the national pride of South 
Vietnam has become a major factor. Its gov­ 
ernment is unwilling to siit down at the same ta­ 
ble Mid on equal terms with the “National Lib­ 
eration Front” — the political arm of the Viet 
Cong guerriHas in South Vietnam. 
The North Vietnamese, on the other hand, 
insist that the Viet Cong must participate in the 
conferences. 
It is clear now that, while President .Johnson 
accelerated the peace talks by his announce­ 
ment of a halt in the bombing, it is going to 
take weeks, if not months, of informal talks be­ 
fore a procedure can be worked out that will be 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


H.ANOI EVTDENTLY is willing to let matters 
drift for a while as the American government 
gtrives to find some compromise 
The simple way, of course, is not tn try to 
bring all four parties into a formal conference 
but to let the United States act in the role of 
mediator by discussing vital issues with the 
North Vietnamese government and the Viet 
Cong. 
American negotiators could then hold sepa­ 
rate meetings with the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment at which there would be full disclosure 
of just what demands or concessions were being 
made by the North Vietnamese and the Viet 


Cwig. 
Certainly the government at Saigon cannot go 
against its own public opinion by entering Into a 
conference with the Viet Cong — an ally of the 
Hanoi government — which has been responsi­ 
ble for the guerrilla warfare and terrorism in 
South Vietnam. 
The question of whether President Johnson 
knew about all of this when he announced the 
halt of the bombing is causing much comment. 
He probably was aware that the government 
of South Vietnam would not be willing to sit 
down with the Viet Cong. At the same time, he 
realized that this issue would have to be fully 
discussed before much progress could be made, 
so he went ahead with the bombing halt. 
Eventually the United States government will 
have to make up its mind whether to insist that 
the people of South Vietnam shall determine for 
themselves their form of govermnent or wheth­ 
er a coaUtflwi of some kind is to be imposed 
upon them against their will. 
Certainly American troops and the South Vi­ 
etnamese forces have made many sacrifices in 
the last four years. It would be tragic if the 
Saig(Mi government, which has placed so much 
faith in tbe United States, should find Itself 
“ sold out” — as the phrase is being used now 
by critics here and abroad to indicate that 
President Jdhnson has ve« tid from his strong 
support of South Vietnam. 
If the United States did go along with Hanoi's 
demand that tbe Viet Cong should play a promi­ 
nent part in any future government of South 
Vietnsirn, the war would not be ended. Even if 
the president of the Saigon government agreed 
to a “coalition,” it is doubtful whether the peo­ 
ple themselves would concur, and this could 
mean mc» *e fighting in South Vietnam. 
The problem is how to find a way to assiffe 
(he people of South Vietnam — who have for 
years suffered heavy losses — a chance to 
maintain the government they have elected or 
be free to elect another one. 
With the election in this country over, the 
new president wilO have to examine all leases 
of the controversy and reach a decision as to 
the extent that the government of South Viet­ 
nam will be supported. North Vietnam must be 
convinced that it cannot take over South Viet­ 
nam and the Viet Cong will have to be content 
with that decision. 


IT MAY TAKE a long while before actual 
peace is established in Vietnam but the issues 
today are not much different from those which 
prevailed when the United States originally de­ 
cided to throw its weight rm the side of the 
South Vietnamese. 
Either that decision is going to be upheld or 
the new adm'mistratikMi in WashingtiMi is, in ef­ 
fect, going to concede that a mistake was 
made. 
In any case, peace cannot be expected In 
Southeast Asia unless self-determination Is ac­ 
cepted as a valid principle in the selection of a 
government by the people of any country, large 
or small.

LBJ Ocean Floor Plan 
Due U.N. Groups Okay 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(AP) — President Johnson’s 
proposal for an international 
Decade of Ocean Development 
Is expected to get unanimous 
approval in the U.N. General 
Assembly’s main political com­ 
mittee. 
A resolution sponsored by the 
United States and 18 other na­ 
tions welcomed Johnson’s pro­ 
posal last March to begin a 10- 
year program in 1970 to pro­ 
mote the peaceful uses of the 
ocean floor. 
The resolution calls on U.N. 
members to propose scientific 
programs for the decade, urges 
them to publish the results of 
their findings during that period 
and 
asks 
the 
International 
Oceanographic Commission to 
coordinate the efforts. 
The 125-nation committee Is 
also expected today to approve 
two other resolutions dealing 
with the sea bed. 
One 
sponsored 
by 
Malta, 
Mauritius 
and 
Tanzania 
en­ 
dorses the principles that no na­ 
tion may claim the sea bed, that 
it should be developed in the in­ 
terests of all and that it should 


be exploited for peaceful pur­ 
poses only. 
Another, introduced by the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and 28 other nations, calls on all 
nations to take measures to 
minimize pollution of the oceans 
ifrom seabed mining and drill­ 
ing. 
Gunnar G. Schram of Iceland 
urged that some sort of machin­ 
ery be set up to determine re­ 
sponsibility in sea bed explora­ 
tion. 
“ A case of pollution can 
present a grave threat to coun­ 
tries far from the source,” 
Schram told the committee. 
A year’s study of the sea bed 
carried out under U.N. aus­ 
pices, has noted that huge re­ 
sources in oil, gas, manganese 
and phosphate exist on or under 
the ocean floor. The survey 
pointed 
out, 
however, 
that 
knowledge of these resources is 
limited and it will be at least IO 
years before they are tapped 
unless 
there are unforeseen 
technological developments.

Seal with two coats 
of thin white shellac, and finish 
w ith a thin coat of paraffin 
wax.

No one, but no one intimi­ 
dates the 23-year-old University 
of Tennessee import. If a n y ­ 
thing, Boerwinkle and his hulk­ 
ing 270 pounds do a little in­ 
timidating themselves. 
Watching Boerwinkle s h o v e 
Boston's John Havlicek into the 
stands behind the Bull basket 
the other night, a eourtside wag 
commented: “ lf that big bozo 
isn’t the NBA’s Rookie of the 


Year, lie's certainly the rough­ 
est rookie of the year." 
With blond hair flapping on 
his forehead and his two front 
teeth missing, Boerwinkle is. in­ 
deed. an imposing figure. Con­ 
structed along the lines of an 
; upright trolley car, he moves 
■ with surprising suppleness and 
without reservation — driving 
on people like Bill R ti s s e I I as 
though he were being guarded 
by Martha Rave. 
Boerwinkle, however, is not 
mean, not really. “ I ’m just put­ 
ting out," he says, smiling and 
inserting his partial plate. “ I ’m 
I just trying to do the best I can ' 
It remains, though, that the 
alleged roughness of the NBA 
big men has not i rn p r e s s e d 
Bowerwinkle as much as their 
j speed, cleverness and abilities. 
“ Honest,” he says, “ ifs not 


as rough as I thought it was 
going to be, not as physical. 
But these fellows are smart. 
I've really been awed by their 
talents, their tremendous abil­ 
ities.” 
Awed, but not too awed. In 
his first NBA game, for in­ 
stance. Boerwinkle scored 
19 
points and grabbed 21 rebounds 
“ After that night," he said, “ I 
started to wonder.”

“ I know I ’ve still got a lot of 
things to learn," he said. “ This 
game is a lot faster than col­ 
lege ball It takes more concen­ 
tration. more staminia, m o r e 
speed, 
more everything. 
I'm I 
learning though. I feel like I ’m 
a better basketball player than 
I was yesterday.” 
For certain. Boerwinkle is a 
better player then he was six 
years ago at Millersburg Mill 
ary Institute in Kentucky. 
“ I just played one year of 
ball in high school.” he said.. 
“ because I had mononucleosis 
in the ninth grade and it sort 
of stayed with me I was 6-10' j 
and weighed 205 Hounds my sen­ 
ior year That’s pretty thin 
Kentucky coach Adolph Rupp 
wasn't interested in Boerwinkle 
at the time, but four years lat­ 


er he visited t h e Tennessee 
dressing room after a game. 
“ Tom.” Rupp said, “ I never 
thought you could do it." 
Now Boerwinkle is doing it in 
the best basketball league in 
the world. Except for the fact 
that he doesn't fit very well in 
an airplane scat, he h a s no 
complaints. 
“ Ifs been a heck of a lot of 
work,” he says, “ but I love it, 
I really do. Ifs like c o a c h 
(Dick Motta) says, ‘I don t know 
what would happen if I had to 
go out and work for a living ."

How Can I? 


By Anne Ashley 


Q.—How can I keep that hard- 
to-remove substance from gath­ 
ering on the sides of my pans 
when boiling sweet potatoes? 
A —A ha lf-teaspoonful of bac­ 
on drippings or other grease, 
added to the water in which 
your sweet potatoes or other 
root vegetables are boiled, will 
do the trick. 


Q.—How can I add sparkle to 
chinaware and glassware when 
washing it? 
A.—By adding three or four 
tablespoons of vinegar to the 
hot water in which you rinse 
these items. Thrs cuts the soapy 
film and your dishes will be 
dry and spark ding with only a 
swish of the towel. 


Q — How can I remove grease 
and smoke stains from w o o d- 
work? 
A.—By first painting over the 
woodwork with a solution of 
starch and w ater, then when 
this has dried, rubbing off with 
a soft brush or clean cloth. 


Q —How can I treat animal 
stains on carpeting? 
A —Wipe over the spot im ­ 
mediately with a damp cloth, 
cover it with dry cornmeal, and 
leave it for several hours. Then 
vacuum the carpet. Many other 
such tips on the care and clean­ 
ing of floor coverings are con­ 
tained in my household manual

a vessel filled with s l i g h t l y

Q.—How can I effect a good 
“ homemade” ink eradicator? 
A —A solution of one p a r t 
chlorinated laundry bleach aud 
ten parts of water does a good 
lob of eradicating ink from pa­ 
per used in the same manner 
as you do the commercial type 
of eradicator. 


Q.—What can I do when there 
is too much polish on my fur­ 
niture? 
A.—Wring a soft cloth out in 
a mixture of ’ .-cup vinegar and 
Va-cup water, rub this over the 
furniture, then dry immediate 
Iv witih another soft cloth. 


Q.—How should woolen ma­ 
terials be pressed? 
A.—Press on the wrong side 
Use a damp cloth between the 
iron and the material. Use a 
moderately hot iron. and apply 
until the cloth is dry.

It’s doubtful th at th is team 
could beat th e reserv’e squads of some of th e giant 
sch ools th at dominate th e Top 10. 


BUT THE strength of th e team is beside th e 
point. Th e point is th at a newspaper sh ould not 
be in th e business of soliciting votes. Wh en y ou 
start doing th is, y ou stop being a reporter and be­ 
come a public relations man. A newspaper “tells 
it like it is,” or at least tries to, wh ile a PR man 
tells it like h e’d like to h ave y ou believe it is. 
Contrary to wh at some people wish , th e Re­ 
view is not a public relations sh eet for East Liver­ 
pool High Sch ool, or any oth er h igh sch ool or or­ 
ganization in th e area. On th e oth er h and, a news­ 
paper does not, as some people say , print only bad 
news. Th e object is to print every th ing th at h ap­ 
pens, sh ielding no one, but not unduly knocking 
any one, eith er. We sh ould be th ankful th at unfort­ 
unate events are so much in th e m inority of every ­ 
day life th at th ey are still newsworth y . Wh en th e 
tim e comes th at death and crime are so common­ 
place as to go unnoticed, th en w e’re all in trouble. 


PEOPLE involved with a sch ool or a team, 
such as coach es and students, get deeply emotion­ 
ally involved. Th is is only natural. But th e func­ 
tion of a newspaper Is to try to sort out th e emo­ 
tion from th e facts and give th e reader th e facts. 
Editorials and columns may take sides, but th ese 
are recognized as one m an’s opinion, and don’t de­ 
tract from th e objectivity of th e newspaper. 
Many people knock th e W PIAL’s Gardner 
Point sy stem, used to determ ine th e play off quali­ 
fiers in th at area. It is not perfect, but it certainly 
is a lot more reliable th an a group of w riters vot­ 
ing on team s th ey h ave never seen. Th e polls in 
Oh io create a lot of reader interest, but sh ouldn’t 
be taken so seriously .
